MONTREAL HORSES IN TRAINING. 

Montreal, Qne., March 21. Alan Buleroft. the 
must successful of tlie local trainers during the last 
lacing season, is already preparing a shifty siring 
of hm>rs for this season's campaign. Buleroft lias 
under liis care horses owned l»y Sjr H. Montague 
Allan. A. K. Ogilvic. Norman Macfarlaiie and H. 
A. Ekers. Tin- string numliers fourteen in all. The 
liorses liave ail wintereil well and have not shown 
a n y signs of sickness since going into winter quar 
let's. Among the horses in training are a number 
of eligibles for the I'rnvincial Nursery, for two 
year-olds, and the King's Plate for three-year olds 
and over. 

!<ir H. Montague Allan will hold a strong hand 
again this season in lmth the Nursery and Plate 
races. For the Plate lace be will have Irish Heart, 
which won the Nursery during the fall of 1912 and 
finished second to Plauover last autumn, when the 
Plate was run in record time. Irish King, which 
started in the Nursery last autumn, is the only 
Plater, while Heartless III. is the eligible for the 
Nursery. Irish King has developed wonderfully 
well and is a promising-looking three-year-old. 
Heartless III. is of the larger type of two-year-olds 
and before going into winter quarters last fall 
allowed a good burst of speed. Heartless III. is a 
half-sister to Irish Heart, being by Dnblin — Sans 
Coeur. 

The horses owned by the Invereck Stable, under 
Bujcroft’s care, include Herrmann, a three- year-old 
purchased from the stable of Hugh Paton after her 
race in the Nursery last fall and a two year-old 
that is eligible for this year's Nursery. Herrmann 
lias grown into a good-looking three-year-olil with 
plenty of hone and substance. She has speed and 
gives promise of carrying tier name to victory in 
some of the events for province -lireds this season. 
k The two-year-old is by Floral King- Mamie Land- 
* He is a good-looking youiigsler with a fair turn of 

Vised. 

The Ocilvie horses are all three-year olds and 
eligibles for the Plate. They are all the get of Dub 
1 in. while Lingar is a half-sister to Sandy, the 
winner of the Nursery last season, being out of 
Gargle. Irish Pride ran Feeond in that event and 
Dublin Girl the other was third. These horses have 
Ailed out and will be held for the Plate, although 
under the conditions of that event, they are allowed 
to start in other events for province-breds. 

In the Maefarlane string there are Cliff Stream, 
a five-vear-old. The Spirit, a three-year-old and 
Lady Spendthrift. The latter is a province-bred 
two-vear-old and will lie held for the Nursery. Cliff 
Stream looks well and is even now doing work on 



A good daughter of Ogden that has for several years past comported herself worthily in racing, over 
the tar western and southwestern tracks, is the brown mare. Lady Pnuchita. Since breaking into racing 
in 1009 she has been given a strenuous career and shown herself to be gifted with a wonderfully good con- 
stitution from the way she has throve in it. Last year, for the first time in her racing, she won enough 
money to secure a plaee in the list of thirty best winners of the year. Most of her racing has been over 
tracks where values were small and it was not until she was six years old that she had a chance to reap an 
auequate reward for her many displays of speed. Last year she had a chance in stake races and it was due 
t> the fact that she won the Dos Repnblicas Stakes at Juarez, Idaho Quickstep Handicap at Coeur d’Alene, 
Butte Handicap at Butte and the Iroquois, Exposition and Favonius handicaps at Vancouver ttiat she gained 
a place in the select list of the thirty chief winners of 1915. It is also to be noted that she won more money 
last year than in tier previous four years of racing combined, apparently improving with age, as did the 
gelding. Donald Macdonald, of eastern fame. Gifted with line speed, most of tier racing has lieeu confined 
to sprinting distances, but she stays well enough when called on, her victory in the Butte Handicap being 
at a mile and an eighth. Inspection of her pedigree would seem to indicate that stie should lie competent 
to cover any reasonable racing distance when projierly Gained for the ordeal. 

Lady Pancliita ran her first race at Salt Lake City, Utah, May 22, 1JM19, and was an unplaced 60 to 1 
outsider in a half-mile dash won in 5<>% by Miuncdocia. She rail several races there before winning. Her 

first success occurred Julie 22 in another half-mile dasli. in which she defeated King of Yolo, Quickly and 

imir more two-year-olds in 51. She then ran as the property of Matt Foster and was trained by Fred 
Foster of Dr. Rice ami Sulross fame. She lias had various other owners since then. In the course of that 
.i ear's racing she started in thirty-four races, of which she only won four and evidently was not a pro 
curious two-year-old. She improved and did better as a three-year-old. Her first race at that age came off 
on the first day on whieii she could claim it. taking place at Juarez, January 1, 1910. Better still, it was 
a victory, she defeating Dave Montgomery. J>elf and five more at three-quarters of a mile in 1:14%. Then, 
alter running third to Charlie Hargrave and Rustem in 1:12% and second to Charlie Hargrave in 1:1 
Iwaton a nose, she took another race. This was on January 15. when, at five and a half furlongs run in

Then she en- 
countered a streak of non-success and did not win again until April 25, when she ran three-quarters in 
1:1.'!% and won easily from Adena. Billy Myer and four more. This was followed by three reverses, but on 
May 9 shr covered the Futurity course in 1:10% and defeated Salvage. Dareington and three others. That 
was her last success at that Oakland meeting. Her next victory was at her old stamping ground. Sait Lake 
City. There, on June 15, she ran three-quarters in 1:14% and won from Godfather, Lena Lech and four 
len’rc. She only won one more race that year anil that was at the same track. July 8. when, at the same 
distance and iu the same time, she defeated Marehmouet, Lena Lech and six other useful sprinters. 

As a four year-old in 1911 Lady Pancliita was not raced much in comparison with the year before, prob- 
aliiy because she was ailing in some way. However, she paid her way by winning three races— five and a 
half furlongs in 1:07%, ai Juarez. March 22; tina-e -quarters of a mile at Juarez. March .‘JO. in 1:12%, anil 
three-quarters at Ogden. May 13, in 1:16%. She was iu good condition in 1912 and was first, second or 
third iu twenty one of her thirty-two races. Her first victory was at Coeur d’Alene, June 15, when she 
defeated oxer. Tommy McGee and seven others at three-quarters over a muddy track in 1:15%. At Salt 
Lake City. July 15. she ran three-quarters in 1:12% and defeated Rightcasv, Enfield. Prince Ahiueil and 
H\<« h-sser lights. July 22, at the same track and distance, she won from Kootenay, C'augh Hill. Seth anil 
!)r. Dougherty in such fast time as 1:11%. At Butte. August 12. she van the same distance in 1:12% and 
won from S|m»1iii.

Last year Lady Pancliita was in la-tier form than ever before and. ties ides the stake races already enu 
ni'Tatcd. won nine purse races, in addition to which she took second place seven times anil was third in six 
races. Her campaign for the year begun at Juarez There, in contesting eleven races, she won two purses 
In sides tin- Dos Kepuhiieas Stakes and was second or third in four more. The Ibis Repnblicas was a dash 
of seven-eighths of a mile over a heavy track. This she won by three lengths in 1:30. with Enfield second. 
Irish Gentleman third and Kootenay. Vested Rights, Dutch Rock. Upright and El Paiomar unplaced, tier 
last raix- at Juarez was on March 15. and in this, at three-quarters of a mile in 1:11%. sin- ran fourth to 
Kootenay.

BILL PROPOSED TO TAX MARYLAND RACE 
TRACKS $3, WO PER DAY. 

Matter of Racing Regulation Still Hanging Fne in 
Maryland Legislature, but Expected to 
Come to an Issue Soon. 



Baltimore, Mil., March 24. — The Hall anti-race 
track betting bill is expected to come up in the 
House of Delegates at Annapolis late tonight. It 
should have come up this afternoon, but was not 
reached fa-fore a recess was taken. 

It is the understanding that Delegate Hall will 
seek to amend it by making the penalty for viola- 
tion more severe, w hile Delegate Hoffman, of Wash 
ingtoii County, will offer an amendment in the shut at 
of a new hill which will provide for a state racing 
onnnission and will fix the license fee for mile 
tracks at $3,000 tier day. At this rate the three 
iks in Maryland would yield the state about 
$250,000 a year. This hill represents the views of 
the Pimlico people. 

The racing in connection with county fairs is to 
he exempted from paying this high license fee. A 
hot fight over tlie bill is expected. 

DID NOT THINK MUCH OF ROADMASTER. 



Louisville. K.v., March 24. — T. H. Ryan, of Wil 
mi tig toil. III., is among the horsemen coming here 
from Juarez. Among liis horses is Roadmaster, 
which never faced Hie barrier until this season as 
a four-year-old at Juarez, and has won both of his 
starts to date. It is said that when R.vau received 
Roadmasli-r aud several other liorses from his farm 
Illinois early iu the Juarez season that they 
m Pi -os red to In- such unpromising prospects for racing 
that upon learning that an agent of General Villa 
was paying as high as $150 for cavalry horses, lie 
sent fur him to come t<« his stable and pick out 
any one of his baud, or the whole lot for that 
matter. 

Headmaster is a grand looking individual, with 
a development not unlike Old Rosebud. lie never 
left tin- Ryan farm until the past winter, and was 
not even thoroughly broken until last fall, when 
a throe-year-old. liis sire. The Roman, a son of 
Brutus, won the Wlieeler Handicap at Washington 
Park. Chicago in 1900, and when a three-year-old 
ran "second to Kuiuart iu the Burns Handicap, 
Uniting Salvation and other performers of merit. 

The owner of Roadmaster has figured in some won- 
derful turf icuips during a long career on the turf. 
One of his biggest strikes was hack in the days 
when Washington Park, Chicago, flourished as a 
racing plant of magnitude, and the medium was a 
mare named Rival, which won in his colors at odds 
of ion to 1. At that time over 100 hooks were iu 
the belling ring at that course, hut so strong was 
Hie public play that even the large amount of 
money Ryan and liis friends bet on Rival did not 
cause her price to go lower in many hooks than 
4o or 50 lo 1. It had the effect of o[K-ning the book- 
makers eyes to the fact that Ryan was a trainer 
who would hear watehing, and even to this day ail 
layers have a marked respect for any horse the Illi- 
nois trainers sends to the post for the first time.
